Member Jack Begon Cites OPC Action 
As Having Had "Definite Effect" 
In Permitting Re-Opening 


That action by the Overseas Press Club was largely responsible for resumption of publica- 
tion by the Rome Daily American was acknowledged this week in a letter received by BRUNO SHAW, 
Chairman of the Freedom of Press and Information Committee, from JACK L. BEGON, Daily American 
publisher. Following protests to the U.S. and Italian Governments regarding the 7-day sus- 
W-asion of the American-owned newspaper, publication was resumed on June 9 -- less than a week 
after the Club's memoranda were filed. 

The Daily American was closed down by Rome police April 23 on the grounds that the noise 
of its presses disturbed inhabitants of neighboring apartments. The charge was denied by BEGON 
and the Club, which cited the operation of many other printing plants in Rome's urban areas. 

"Many thanks to you and to the entire membership of the Overseas Press Club," BEGON wrote 
SHAW, "for the splendid way in which you came to our support.. ¿There is no question in my mind 
that the OPC action had a very definite and favorable effect (on final permission to resume 
publication) ." 

BEGON also stated that he was in conference with U.S. Ambassador James C. Dunn when a tele- 
phone call came from the office of Italian Premier Alcide de Gasperi inquiring about the 
Overseas Press Club, from which he had just received a cabled protest. BEGON was able to provide 
the Ambassador with information about the OPC which he relayed to the Italian statesman. 

While the Daily American has resumed publication, BEGON said that some restrictions regard- 
ing publishing times still remain to be ironed out, However, he believes further negotiations 
will result in complete settlement of the problem. "The entire staff of the Rome Daily 
American,” he concluded, “sincerely appreciates your action."
